It is argued that Rush- 
ville people are not very fam iliar 
with the bank as yet and that de­ 
positors will increase in number as 
soon as the new institution is better 
known. 


The bank will be operated in con­ 
nection with the local post office and 
all deposits are made through the 
window where money orders are sold. 
The bank is open for business from 
seven o’clock in the morning 
until 
seven o’clock in the evening with the 
exception of Saturday evening when 
it will be open ‘until 
seven-thirty 
o’clock. Charles Brown, deputy post­ 
m aster, will be iu charge of the bank. 
Sums of less than one dollar can 
not be deposited, but there is an a r­ 
rangement whereby ten 
cents 
or a 
greater number of ten-eent 
pieces, 


may be put in each week until a dol­ 
lar is accumulated which may then 
be placed on deposit. 
There is a 
card with 
an 
embossed 
ten-cent 
stamp in one corner. 
There are nine 
vacant spots on the card where nine 
similar ten-eent stamps may be plac­ 
ed. 
By paying ten cents a depositor 
may get a card with the one stamp on 
it. 
As many stamps as are wanted 
may be purchased and when the de­ 
positor fills the card, it 
containing 
one dollar in stamps, it may be placed 
to their credit. 
There are two 
deposit slips, one 
original and a duplicate. 
When a de­ 
posit Is made the depositor is given 
the original slip and an envelope in 
which to keep it. 
On the front of the 
envelope are the rules governing the 
operation of the ban]* 
and on the 
back is an arrangement so that the 
depositor may keep a record of bis 
or her deposits if they so desire. 
The duplicate of deposits is kept 
on file in an envelope in the post- 
office. 
The account of the depositor 
is kept on the back of the envelope. 
The m atter of taking care of the a c­ 
counts will be a very small one as 
there is little bookkeeping to be dpne: 
Local postoffice employes say that 
Postm aster General H itchcock is re­ 
sponsible fo r the simple system. 
As has already been announced by 
the government, the Peoples Nation­ 
al Bank and the Rush County N at­ 
ional Bank are depositories for the 
postal bank. 
The department circular sets oat 
much information, among which is the 
follow ing: 
Accounts may be opened and de­ 
posits made by any person of the age 
of ten years or over in his or her own 
name and by a married woman in her 
own name and free from any inter­ 
ference or control by her. husband. 
No person can have more than one 
account at any one time. 
No person may open a postal sav­ 
ings account at any postoffiee who is 


not a patron of that office.

plant. These results seem to be well 
corroborated. 
The Purdue 
Univer­ 
sity Agricultural Ex periment Station 
has been growing vetch for several 
years, and since many inquiries have 
been made 
concerning 
vetch, 
this 
brief statement is made concerning 
plant by M. L. Fisher, associate in 
crops at the station. 
Hairy vetch is a legume belonging 
to the same family of plants as the 
clovers, soy beans, and cow peas. It 
is also known by the names of winter 
vetch and sand vetch. The plant has 
beautiful purpla blossoms gathered in 
a cluster, compound leaves with six 
pr eight leaflets, and weak stems. The 
roots are fibrbus and rather coarse. 
The plant has a tendency 
to 
grow 
throughout the summer, having ripe 
seed and blossoms on the stem at the 
same time. 
The plant seems to be 
adapted to all types of soil, prefer­ 
ably the clay loam, well drained. 
Land for vetch should be plowed j 
and prepared the same as for sowing j 
wheat. 
Thorough disking may 
also 
make a good seed bed, depending up- i 
on conditions. 
Vetch may 
also 
be 
sown in standing corn. 
The sowing 
is best done with a drill, sowing from 
40 to 00 pounds of seed per acre. The 
month of August is preferable for 
sowing, although early 
September

If rye is sown with the vetch it 
lends to hold the vetch up, and the 
crop may be cut for green feed at 
about the time the rye is beginning 
to head. It makes very good feed tor 
dairy cattle.

The serv ice 
had cov ered a period of forty y ears, 
giv ing him the longest continu ou s con­ 
gressional record, with the two ex cep­ 
tions of Ju stin S. Morrill %of Vermont 
and William B. Allison of Iowa. 
For fifteen y ears Mr. Fry e had been 
president pro tempore < f the senate, 
and by v irtu e of the fact that he held 
this office when the late Vice 1‘resi-' 
dent H obart died he assu med all the 
fu nctions of v ice president of the U nit­ 
ed states du ring the latter half of 
President McKinley 's administration. 
Going to congress before the close 
of the reconstru ction period following 
the civ il w ar and being a pronou nced 
partisan, Mr. Fry e immediately * be­ 
came an activ e participant in the dis­ 
cu ssions of th at thrilling period,

soon took front rank as a speaker and 
by the time he bad serv ed ten y ears 
had risen to a position of su ch emi­ 
nence that bu t for his election to the 
senate he dou btless wou ld hav e been 
selected as speaker of the hou se.

In the early day s the college of j 
agricu ltu re had little equ ipment and ' 
few instru ctors and still fewer stu ­ 
dents. 
There was no science of agri­ 
cu ltu re tau ght from the standpoint of 
approv ed practice. 
You ng men went 
to the agricu ltu ral college to stu dy the 
best practice. 
The field was new and 
the methods of the farm er were those 
of the pioneer. 
From the 
limited 
class room and few instru ctors 
and ' 
the stu dy of approv ed 
practice, 
we ! 
hav e gone to the laboratory , the sci- ! 
ence of agricu ltu re, the ex tension de­ 
partm ent with its special tra in,‘dem ­ 
onstrations, and short 
cou rses 
for 
practical farm ers and agricu ltu re in 
the pu blic schools for boy s and girls. 
The modern agricu ltu ral college is 
broad in its scope and pu rpose. There 
is no longer a seriou s attem pt to teach 
the art of agricu ltu re requ iring y ears 
of ex perience to m aster the details 
necessary to su ccess, bu t emphasis is 
placed u pon the principles u nderly ing 
su ccessfu l practice as determined by 
carefu l 
ex perimental 
inv estigation. 
The antiqu ated general cou rses 
of 
25 y ears ago hav e generally fallen by 
the way side, while in their places are 
to be fou nd cou rses so d e s i g ne r s to 
permit a wide choice of su bjects on 
specific lines, aimed directly at the 
technical needs of .he indiv idu al. The 
best ev idence of the v alu e and su e 
cess of modern agricu ltu ral edu cation 
is fou nd in the large nu mber of agri­ 
cu ltu ral college men who are actu ally 
su cceeding on the farm. 
The gradu 
ates of the agricu ltu ral colleges are 
u su ally enthu siastic bu siness men and 
mu ch of their su ccess and profit is a 
resu lt of the Improv ement 
of the 
wastefu l methods of the pioneer. 
In 
addition to the regu lar college work, 
prov ision is made for a class of stu ­ 
dents who, for one reason or another, 
cannot enter on a fou r-y ear cou rse in 
scientific agricu ltu re. 
This grade of 
instru ction m u st necessarily be of a 
more practical natu re and deal with a 
few fu ndamental principles and su c­ 
cessfu l practice.
